Nanking, Last night. 

The Chinese Foreign Office receiv- 
ed this evening the text of the 
Soviet's reply—breaking off rela- 
tions—to the Chinese Note sent in 
answer to Russia’s three days’ 
ultimatum.

COPPER OUTLOOK 


WORLD OVER-SUPPLY NOW 
PREDICTED : 


Within the next 10 years in spite ot 
the present shortage, there is likely to 
be a world surplus of copper, according 
to Dr. Marvin, Economist of The Royal, 
Bank of Canada. . : 

“Although Canadian production of 
200 million pounds of copper in 1928 
amounted to only 5. per cent. of the 
world production in that year,” he 
states, “authoritative articles’ on the 
eopper situation have mentioned the in- 
crease in Canadian output as the 
most important proportionate develop- 
ment during that year. There are 
now five mines of major importance en- 
gaged inactive production, and before 
the end of this year it is probable that 
several other mines will be turning 
out large quantities. It is considered 
poasible that the output of a single 
one of these mines ‘will be in excess 
of 100 million pounds. Certainly it_is 
safe to predict that by 1931, or’ 1932, 
Canada will be producing a much larger 
proportion of the world’s supply than 
at present. -One factor which is tend- 
ing té impede immediate development 
of copper properties is the fact that’ 
immense supplics will be available 
from Northern Rhodesia by 1934 or 
1935. In spite of the immediate short- 
age, there is evrey prospect that 
there is more likely. te be over supply 
than shortage, in the course of the next 
ten years,” 7

GOVERNMENT TRIBUTE TO THE

The general financial position of the 
Settlements _ is sound, atates 
the Colonial Secretary.

the inner structure of the voleano. ... 
The amount of material discharged) dur- 
ing the two days ‘of-' ‘paroxysmal 
energy Was enormous, though there are 
no satisfactory data for’ even aporo- 
ximately estimating it. A large cavity 
was formed where the island had 
previously stood, and the sea’ bottom 
around this Crater was covered with 
a wide and thick sheet of fragmentary 
materials... Some of the surrounding 
islands received such a thick accumu- 
lation of ejected stones and dust as to 
bury their forests and greatly to in- 
So much’ 
was the sea filled up that a number of 
new islands rose above its level. But 
a vast body of the fine dust was carried 


-| far and wide by serial currents, while 


the floating pumice’ was.. transported 
for many hundreds: of. miles on the sur- 
face of the ocear, . At Batavia 100 
miles from.the. centre of the eruption, 
the sky was darkened by the quantity 
of ashes borne across it and lamps had 
to be used in the houses at mid- day. 
The darkness even-reached as far as 
Bandoeng. a distance of nearly’ 150 
miles,. It was computed: that the 
column of stones, dust, and ashes pro- 
jected from the voleano shot up into 
the air for a height of seventeen miles 
or more. The finer particles coming 
into. the higher layers of the atmos. 
phere were diffused over a large part 
of the surface of the earth, and showed 
their presence by the brilliant sun- 
set glows to which they gave rise” 
(Encyel. Brit. article, “Krakatav”), 

About 9 square miles of 
the old island of Krakatau 
had disappeared. The explo- 
sion left the remaining part of 
Krakatau covered in a mass of ash, 
pumice and glowing cinders to a 
depth varying between 90 ft. and 
200 ft. -Verlaten island was made 
about twice its former size and was 
covered in ash to depths, in some, 
parts, of more than 100 rt. 

On Krakatau itself, so far as is 
known, every Jiving. thing, animal 
and plant, was destroyed. “It seems 
imposible that-even earthworms and 
tree-roots which were buried deep in 
the - ground, could have. . survived. 
The Island thus affords one of those 
unique opportunities in biological 
history—the chance of studying the 
nature. and history of plant. and 
animal .guccession on a new-born 
island. Man was not directly pre- 
sent to interfere with Nature’s ar- 
rangements. - The . nearest . lands, 
Java and Sumatra, were many miles 
away; Batavia, for instance, being 
about as far from . Krakatau = as 
Canton is from Hong Kong. |

Even now on the shore the fruits

birds’ arrived later. Epiphytic 
plants, lianas and various. climbers 
and creépers are now abundant, 80 
much so indeed that mang of the big 
casuarina trees and others are te- 
ing choked and killed by climbers, 

There is,:as far as I know, only 
one cycad on the Island, and. this is 
of especial interest. - In the cycads 
the sexes are separate, and the plant 
is a mate: so that there will be no 
more’ cycads. on the island unless 
another seed which produces ‘a 
female plant arrives: on. the spot. 
This scems to point . to the mistake 
which; nature. made in trying the 
equivalent of sex in animals in the 
plant kingdom. Sex as a Tepro- 
ductive system in’ plants is more or 
less of a failure. Where there is 
distinct sex there needs. to be 
locomotion, 

There are other aspects in which 
Krakatau presents deep interest. 
The vulcanologist, seismologist and 
gedlogist all find it:deeply fascinat- 
ing. Will .the physitist. of the 
future be able to harness its im-

mense power as nature has now 
harnessed the atomie disintegration 
of the sun? — Will he find that this 
apparently haphazard “wantonness 
of energy has a periodicity of its 
own which may be calculated and 
foreseen just as an eclipse now is ? 
For it must be remembered that in 
the past eclipses were just as’ my- 
sterious and terrifying as voleanoes 
and earthquakes are . now, and thé 
Zadkiels of antiquity took them .as 
omens of the final collapse of all 
things (the sun shall be turnéd into 
darkness. and the moon into blood 
before that great and terrible day of 
the Lord come). 

But in the future may_ not the 
study of these phenomena’ elicit: not 
only. a periodicity but a utility 
which may turn them into our ser- 


vants and bring them under the ¢on-|* 


trol of man ? . 
"They may indeed be in league 
with those curfous bodies, the sun 
spots, and this in some way affect 
our - weather conditions. But as 
yet we. can hardly say that because 
Krakatau was active this year ‘and

The case for the Crown was conduct- 
ed by Mr. L. R. Andrewes-whilst Mr. 
H.-J.. Armstrong was for the defence. 
A watching brief on behalf of the de- 
ceased’s. relatives was Belt by Mr. 
M. K. Lo. 

Mr. Andrewes said that the accident 
occurred at the junction of Nathan and 
Waterloo-roads.. Evidence would be 
given to the effect that after the lorry 
strack the deceased it carried him about 
two ‘or three yards and then. passed 
over him coming té a halt about eight 
yards further on. Another lorry was 
in-front and there was a conflict’ of 
evidence as to whether it gaye a‘signal 
that it was going to turn into Waterloo- 
road or whether it motioned the de- 
fendant to pass.

road and hit the deceased who was on

Extent of Injuries -

In September next, this company 
will celebrate the 90 anniversary of 
its incorporation by. Royal Charter 
granted by Queen Victoria in 1839, 
So that to everyone connected with the 
company’s world-wide organisation the 
_present year is one of more than 
ordinary interest. 


For several generations the Royal 
Mail Steam Pecket Company has been 
closely . associated with the great 
republics of South America, to and 
from which its vessels have conveyed 
mails, passengers, and cargo for an 
unbroken period of nearly’ 80 years, $0 
that in the progressive development 
Anglo-South American. trade our 
company has played 4 vitally - im=- 
portant part. 

This is the 7th annual meeting over 
which I have -had.the honour to pre- 
side as your chairman. . 

Since the early years of: the presnt 
century the ramifications of the com- 
pany. have been gradually extended, 
until to-day the Royal Mail and its 
associated shipping companies own 
the largest mercantile fleet in. the 
world, the vessels of which traverse 
practically every sea, and are engaged 
in carrying mails, passengers and 
merchandise to and from all corners 
of the earth.

The acecunts, which have been in 
your hands for some days, set out the 
position clearly, and it is unnecessary

The results for the-'year 1928 re- 
flect the difficulties with which Bri- 
tish shipping still has to contend, in- 
cluding the continuance not. only of 
high costs of operation, but of in- 
tensified competition in the South 


American trade, particularly on the | 


part of forgign limes. After pro- 
viding for taxation, Debenture inter- 
est, and Preference dividends, we re- 
commend the payment of a dividend 
on the Ordinary ‘stock which, with the 
interim dividend, already paid, will 
make. a total distribution for the year 
of five per cent. less income tax, the 
same as for the previous: year. 

You may have observed that the 
auditor has mentioned in his report 
that the provision for depreciation of 
the fleet during the year under re- 
view was at a lower-rate than hitherto. 
During past years we have been able 
to reduce the book value of our fleet 
to such an extent that it was found 
possible to maintain the average of 
five per cent. depreciation per annum 
without making so large a provision 
during 1928 as we have done in most 
years in the . past. The total sum 
written off the fleet, including the de- 
preciation preyided for 1928, amounts 
to more than five per cent. per annum 
on the original cost. I am sure’ that 
you will agree that this provision is 
adequate, paticularly in view: of the 
fact that the rate of depreciation for 
ships which is considered sufficient by. 
the Board of Inland Revenue is only 
four per cent. on the prime cost. AS 
evidence of the adequacy of our. pro- 
vision for depreciation, I-may mention 
that prices considerably in excess of 
their book values have been obtained 
for the two vessels’ sold since the close 
of the year. ; a a 

You “may. also have" noticed the 
anditor’s comment regarding the com- 
pany’s investments in allied shipping 
companies. In most cases, the allied 
shipping companies in’ which we 
hold ordinary shares, are elther entire- 
ly owned or controlled by this com- 
pany.

"LONG DEBATE IN COUNCIL: 


Unofficials} Resolution Carried After Amendment

Siv Henry Pollock addressed the 
Council as fellows :— 

My object in making this Motion 
js to endeavour by comment of a 
constructive character to help to 
secure for this Colony as speedily 
ag possible a satisfactory perman- 
ent water supply, by which term I 
mean an adequate water supply 
throughout the year free from any 
restrictions.even in the dry season. 

Of late years we have got far too 
prone to be satisfied with a curtail- 
‘ed supply -in certain districts 
through the rider. maing, -but I 
think that we ought to-make up 
our minds that this Colony of ours 
ought to have 2 satisfactory per- 
manent water supply in the sense 
which I have just defined. 

We have been through bad times 
in Hong Kong as regards trade 
during the past four years, but I 
venture yet-once again to re-affirm 
my faith in the future of this 
-Colony, which, as you, Sir, fully de-. 
monstrated in the interesting 
Financial. Review of Hong Kong 
which you gave in this Council on 
the 1st September 1927, persists in 
expanding, in spite of temporary 
setbacka; and, as*we know, fresh 
building sites on Crown land are 
“eontinually being bought it Gov- 
ernment auction, whilst the number 
of large ocean-going vessels ‘coming 
into our Harbour is increasing. 


‘Additions to City 


Now water is one of the necessi- 
ties of life, and we must have it 
in sufficient quantity; and, in con- 
sidering the question of increasing 
aur water-supply on the mainland, ° 
in order to supply the. needs of 
Hong Kong Island, we must bear 
in mind the large Praya East Re- 
elamation, which we may reason- 
ably hope to see covered with 
houses, in a few years time. 7 

And whilst I am on the subject 
of new buildings in this Colony, I 
would express the hope that the 
Government will give | every 
reasonable assistance to building 
contractors in obtaining water for 
the carrying on of their building 
work. No doubt contractors can do 
a great deal for themselves by the, 
sinking of wells, but I am not clear 
that that kind of relief complete- 
ly solves the difficulty, seeing that 
brackish water is not suitable for 
every kind of building: work.

In his Report of the 20ty 
February 1928, Mr. Henderson also

Speeding Up 

Generally, in connection with the 
question of speeding up the provid- 
ing of the Colony with a satisfae- 
tory permanent water-supply, I 
should like to point out that a pre- 
cedent. exists for the Government 
employing. (if necessary) the 
services of a non-Government En- 
gineer temporarily in order to sup- 
plement a shortage (if any) in the 
Government Staff, as was done in 
the case of Mr. Lawrence Gibbs 
(then of Denison, Ram & Gibbs) 
who was retained by the Govern- 
ment in connection with the ccn- 
struction of the - big reservoir at 
Kowloon. 

I do not, of course, pretend te be 
able to judge whether such outside 
engineering assistance. is or is not 
desirable so as to enable the Gov- 
ernment to push on more’ speedily 
with some or any of their perman- 
ent water-measures, but I hope that 
the question of employing such out- 
side assistance will be taken into 
eareful consideration by Your 
Excellency. ‘ : ; 

Nearby: Resources _ 

I desire to. take this opportunity 
of congratulating the Public Works 
Department upon the  pipe-line 
scheme which it is carrying-out for 
the Increase of the water-supply 
which can be handled at the Pier 
at. Sham Tseng, opposite Capsui- 
moon, and I understand that the 
Government is exploring the pos- 
sibility ‘of connecting yet further 
streams in that-neighbourhceed with 
that Pier.

The channel was nearly one mile 
ia length and would have a maxi- 
mum capacity, of 10,000,000 gal- 
lons per day. “It would be suhse- 
“quently incorporated ,in the per- 
manent work of the catchwater. 

Help From Home 


Mr. Southorn then dealt with 
the question of the employment 
of private engineers .to assist in 
the work if the Government stail’ 
wan insufficient. Sir Henry had 
quoted a particular instance where 
this procedure was adopted with 
great success. He, Mr. Seuthorn, 

“had no wish to reflect upon the 
skill and ability of private firms, 
but the Government .was of the 
opinion that work of that kind 
eould be more cheaply and suc- 
cessfully carried out under Gov- 
ernment supervision. 

Two engineers -had been asked 
for (from Hame) and he hoped 
that they would be in the Colony 
within two months. 

‘Speaking of the case- of Mr. 
Gibbs mentioned by Sir Henry 
Pollock, Mr. Southorn said Mr. 
Gibbs was at one time an assist- 
Ant engineer in the Public Works ; 
Department and as such prepared 
the drawing and was in charge of 
the work in connection with the 
Kowloon Dam. Mr. Gibbs left the 
Government while he was 30 oc- 
cupied and joined a private firm 
and the Government employed. the 
private firm, presumably beéause 
of Mr. Gibb’s ‘knowledge - of the 
-work. 7 * 

$434 Millions’ Job 

The Shing Mun scheme and the 
final portion of it were in hand 
and it -was hoped that water would 
be available through the pipe line 
early next year. 

The Kowloon Byewash Reser- 
voir was’ under construction and 
should be completed by about’ the 
end of 1930. Replying to a query 
by Sir Henry. Pollock, Mr 
Southorn said he understood that 
it was contracted for completion 
on December 13, 1930. 

As ta the second section of the 
Shing Mun seheme, honourable 
members would know from the 
Sessiona] Papers that the second 

. portion would cost $4,750,000 and 
the Government engineers. were 
still engaged on the scheme, but 
they were not yet in a position to 
submit any proposal to the Secre- 
tary of State for his approval. 
That was-one of the reasons why 
the Government could not accept 
Sir Henry’s motion as it stood, 


Steady Prograzame 

As regards an additional pipe 
line, that’ was a thing which had 
to be carefully considered and it 
was felt that the Government 
should wait and gather experi- 
ence in the laying of the first pipe 
line and its use before they start- 
ed on the second one. - 

All the other items mentioned 
in Mr. Henderson’s report. were 
being dealt with in a steady pro- 
gramme of improvement on the 
sums voted in the estimates. 

The North Point tank appeared 
in the estimate of this year and 
it was hoped to commence it this 
year. 

The Kowloon City tank, al 
though desirable, had not been 
felt to be a matter of immediate 
necessity. It. was, however, in the 
programme. . 


Government Not Idle

Not a single word had 
been said by the Colonial Secre- 
tary to show that the scheme was 
being carried out. The Colonial 
Secretary had simply repeated 
what the Director of Public Works 
told the Council on June 20 this 
year, that was to say, .that the 
Colony should have some - water 
available in the spring of 1931. 
The Colonial Secretary had not 
said that the scheme as detailed 
by Mr, Henderson would be pro- 
ceeded with as soon as possible. 

As regards his own query (Sir 
Henry added) as to whether or 
not it was desirable to engage 
outside engineers, he thought 
from what the Colonial Secretary 
had said that such a step should 
have been taken Jong ago.

Harbour ‘Pipe Line 

On the Island there would also be 
constructed the extra catchments for 
the Tytamtuk reservoir.

attention could be turned from tem- 
porary to permanent measures, If 
the present water shortage ‘had not 
been absorbing the attention of the 
water engineers, the Government 
might have been able-to spend the 
last few months on permanent work 
instead of temporary work.

It was proposed also to start work 
without delay on Jaying the pipe line 
across the Harbour.

First Reading of Government's 
New Bill 
(which 


Moving the first reading 


| was passed) of the “No More Free 


Water”. Bill, the Hon. Sir Joseph 
Kemp, CB.E., K.C,, said:—“I think 2 
certain number of persofis in. Hong 
Kong appear to think that the recent 
rains -haye so increased our supplies 
that restrictions may be either taken 
off altogether or greatly reduced. 
It is true that we have had rain for 
the last ten days, but it has ceased 
for the. present and even if it had 
continued we would still be facing the 
most serious water shortage the Colony 
has ever experienced. 

“The Hon. Director of Public Works, 
in a statement at the beginning of this 
meeting, told us that the total increase 
due to the recent rains is 247 million 
gallons at the estimated full consump- 
tion, if all restrictions were removed, 
that would last us a little over three 
weeks and we may have to wait nine 
months or perhaps ten until the next 
rain, I think the community ought to 
realise that unless our reservoirs are 
overflowing at the end of the summer, 
we shall have to face a very serious 
restriction again next year..’ 

* Much More Rain Needed 

Sir Joseph said that the Colony still 
had Augast, September . and- October, 
which ‘were respectively months. with 
average rainfalls .of 15 inches, .10 
inches and 5 inches, Tytam Tuk could 
hold 1,419 million gallons and it would 
require another 1,300 million gallons 
to make it overflow.
